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Editorial 


BREAKING THE CYCLE OF HATE 


THIS ISSUE focuses heavily on the rising 
Islamophobia in Britain and the politics of 
hate. Every day we receive reports of 
violent racist attacks and abuse against 
British Muslims, and with attitudes towards 
Islam increasingly the defining political 
issue across Western Europe this is only 
going to increase. The question is how 
best to support and defend Muslim 
communities. 

In this magazine we have begun to 
set out the first stage of our response. 

We have explained the symbiotic relation- 
ship between Islamist fundamentalist 
groups and those on the far right and how 
hatred breeds hatred. We have argued 
that we are neglecting our moral compass 
as well as politically weakening our 
position if we fail to speak out against 
extremism across the board. We have 
recalled how our non-violent approach to 
mobilising communities to come together 
in the face of the threat from the English 
Defence League can win much broader 
support among ordinary people. We have 
launched a campaign for responsible 
journalism as we are aware that the 
sensationalist media reporting and 
misreporting give rise to many of our 
problems. Misunderstandings lead to fear, 
fear leads to hatred, hatred leads 

to extremism and extremism leads to 
violence. And so the cycle continues. 

It is important to break this cycle of hate 
and build support among the mainstream 
majority who want to live in peace. It is by 
doing all this that we can really talk about 
defending the Muslim community. 


Is this the month? 

In September Searchlight posed the 
question whether we were witnessing the 
end of the BNP. This month will go a long 
way to answer that question. If the BNP 
loses the court case brought by the 
Equality and Human Rights Commission 
then the party can add another six figure 
sum to its current debts of over £600,000. 
In addition, as reported on page 13, 
Griffin has already conceded defeat in an 
employment tribunal involving four staff 
he sacked at the time of the 2007/08 
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rebellion and that is in addition to the 
failure to pay out a substantial amount to 
another staff member who won an case 
for wrongful dismissal against the party 
this summer. 

There is a growing consensus even inside 
the BNP that the party will struggle to stay 
afloat if the BNP loses at the High Court. 
A bankrupt BNP could well see Griffin and 
other party officers personally chased by 
creditors and this puts the leader's own 
political future in jeopardy. It would be a 
fitting end to a fascist party that has 
stopped at nothing to seek divisions and 
whip up hatred in our communities.

Searchlight would like to thank everyone for 
all their support over the past year. As the 
BNP teeters on the brink of bankruptcy we 
should be proud of our role in bringing the 
party to its knees. The HOPE not hate 
campaign in Barking and Dagenham, which 
saw the fascists completely wiped out, 
coupled with our robust and thorough 
investigations into the BNP’s financial 
mismanagement and subsequent fallouts 
have increased the pressure and widened 
the divisions within its ranks.

THE ENGLISH DEFENCE LEAGUE'S 
pretence of respectability has once 
again proved hollow. A photograph 
has appeared showing the group's 
leader attending a British National 
Party meeting in Luton addressed by 
the hardline nazi and Holocaust denier 
Richard Edmonds. 

Tommy Robinson, whose real name 
is Stephen Yaxley-Lennon, has also 
been a BNP member. 

Also at the meeting was Yaxley- 
Lennon's cousin and number two in 
the EDL, Kevin Carroll. He signed 
the nomination papers for Robert 
Sherratt, a BNP candidate in Luton 


in 2007 who was also an activist in 
the tiny nazi group, the November 
9th Society. 

Another person in the photo is John 
Patar, who divides his time between 
the BNP and the November 9th 
Society. In fact, a large section of the 
original team who set up the EDL 
were also BNP members and 
supporters from the Luton, Bedford 
and Dunstable area. 

Yaxley-Lennon has repeatedly 
denied any connection with the 
BNP. He even claimed that his real 
name was Paul Harris, that the 
Yaxley-Lennon identification was 


wrong and that this proved 
Searchlight's intelligence was poor. 
He backed up this claim by 
revealing a passport in the name of 
Paul Harris. 

Of course Yaxley- Lennon was just 
adding to his long list of lies. When 
arrested for assaulting a police officer 
in London last month he gave his 
name as Stephen Lennon. 

The leadership of the EDL has been 
at pains to portray itself as non-racist 
but this photo, together with the 
growing presence of current and 
former BNP members at EDL events, 
proves this is a lie.

With extremism breeding extremism Nick Lowles argues it is time 
to break the downward cycle of hate 


ast month 30 supporters of 

Muslims Against Crusades 

gathered on a street corner in 
West London to use Remembrance Day 
to show their opposition to the war in 
Afghanistan and promote their vision of 
an Islamic society. In the process they 
held placards calling for the death of 
British soldiers, denied the Holocaust 
and burnt Remembrance Day poppies. 

The reaction was all too predictable. 

The media screamed outrage. 

The Sun, Daily Star and Express all 
carried the story prominently. 

“Muslim thugs burn poppies — sickening 
scenes on British streets”, ran the front 
page headline of the Daily Star. 

“Sick protesters torch poppy” was the 
headline in The Sun. 

Little was made by the media of 
the counter protest organised by the 
English Defence League (EDL) and 
the English Nationalist Alliance (ENA) 
despite the arrest of the two main EDL 
organisers for attacking police officers. 

The sense of outrage spread quickly. 
Within hours of its launch over 300,000 
people had signed up to a Facebook 
group calling for MAC supporters to be 
deported. Over the following two days 
over 8,000 people joined the EDL's 
Facebook site. 

The MAC set out to cause offence and 
grab the headlines. They did just that 
and in the process whipped up a new 
wave of Islamophobia. They knew full 
well what the reaction to burning the 
poppies would be and as a result they 
have to be held responsible for the 
subsequent anti-Muslim backlash. 
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EXTREMISM BREEDS 
EXTREMISM 

It just so happens that a few days after 
the poppy-burning incident BBC Radio 5 
broadcast a programme about the 
workings of the West Midlands Counter 
Terrorism Unit (CTU) during which its lead 
officer, Det Supt John Larkin, claimed that 
the EDL was turning parts of Britain into 
recruiting grounds for Islamic extremists. 

“In some areas, we have evidence 
that once they have gone and the high- 
profile policing of the event has 
occurred, there's fertile ground for those 
groups who would come in to 
encourage people to have this reality — 
this is the way white Western society 
sees us,” he said. 

“And that's a potential recruiting 
carrot for people and that's what some 
of these radicalisers look for — they look 
for the vulnerability, for the hook to pull 
people through and when the EDL have 
been and done what they've done, they 
perversely leave that behind." 

In fact, such is the symbiotic 
relationship between the two quite 
different organisations that they actually 
need each other to justify their own 
existence. For the MAC the presence 
and activities of the EDL prove how 
white British society is the enemy. 

For the EDL the Islamist extremists are 
proof of the violent nature of Islam. 

As | wrote in a blog entitled “A plague 
on both their houses” on the day of the 
MAC/EDL protest: “We stand opposed 
to both sides. We oppose the racism and 
Islamophobia of the EDL just as we 
oppose the religious bigotry and 


antisemitism of the MAC. To hear these 
Islamist extremists publicly deny the 
Holocaust and call for the formation of a 
Muslim Waffen SS Division — as they did 
today — should rightly sicken every anti- 
fascist just as much as the racist bile spat 
out by the EDL and ENA." 


SILENCE IS NO OPTION 

Dealing with Islamic fundamentalism has 
been difficult for progressives and all too 
often there has been an uneasy silence. 
In a society where Muslims are 
increasingly vilified, abused and 
attacked, there is an understandable 
desire to side with the victims of racism 
to the point where any criticism is seen 
as playing to Islamophobia. 

There is also the argument that young 
Muslims have been drawn to these 
groups through outrage at the wars in 
lraq and Afghanistan and anger over the 
Israel and Palestinian conflict, so their 
actions are understandable. 

Both views are wrong. 

We must, of course, defend the 
Muslim community when it is under 
attack. Racism takes many forms and it is 
important to stand shoulder to shoulder 
with the victims, but, this does not mean 
we cannot criticise when it is appropriate. 

Islamist extremism is no friend of a 
progressive society. Staying silent on 
attitudes and behaviour that are wrong, 
offensive and downright dangerous is 
to abandon one’s own progressive 
values and moral compass. Remaining 
silent and uncritical will be viewed by 
others as passive support or acceptance 
and that is not the basis on which to

build a popular broad-based campaign 
against Islamophobia. 

How can we win people over to a 
more positive attitude towards Muslims 
if we fail to speak out against the 
extremists in their community? We are 
instantly accused of hypocrisy and our 
position is fundamentally undermined. 

Of course the Muslim community is 
oppressed, victimised and demonised. 
Many Muslims in Britain and beyond feel 
a sense of injustice and anger with the 
West — real or perceived — but Islamist 
fundamentalism is not the answer just as 
fascism is not a legitimate response for 
white working-class anger, chronic 
economic insecurity and alienation. 

Islamic fundamentalism, just like 
fascism, is a political ideology and must 
be dealt with as such. Both prey on 
oppression, poverty and injustice. 

Both exploit alienation and the alienated 
and neither can be treated as a legitimate 
or justifiable avenue of discontent. 

They also prey off each other. 

They are two sides of the same coin of 
hate and so both must be opposed. 
Just as we argue that you do not fight 
one violent extremism with another, so 
you also do not fight extremism with 
silence. The anti-fascist movement 
should be the first to understand this. 

| have received an amazing response 
to my “Plague on both your houses” 
blog, which has been read by over 
45,000 people and shared on Facebook 
by over 2,500. There seemed to be a 
collective sense of relief that we were 
finally willing to speak out against 
violent extremism.

In a subsequent survey, filled in by 
1,044 people, an astonishing 96% 
agreed with my blog, with only 24 
people, 2%, opposing it. 


SUPPORTING THE MUSLIM 
COMMUNITY 

The biggest victims of a strategy of 
silence are Muslims themselves. 
Islamist extremism creates a backlash 
and ordinary Muslims feel the 
whiplash. By remaining silent on the 
actions of these extremists we 
abandon the Muslim community to the 
anger of the press. Moderate Muslims, 
who are already being outshouted and 
silenced by their own extremists, are 
let down by the anti-racist community 
as well. 

The most positive consequence of my 
blog and subsequent survey was the 
support | have received from large 
numbers of Muslim people. They are 
frustrated, angry and bitter at how they 
are being targeted by the actions of a 
few. They are thankful that people are 
speaking out for them, but also 
frustrated that they are receiving little 
support in their struggle against their 
own extremists. 
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BREAKING THE CYCLE 

To oppose Islamophobia properly we 
need to build a campaign around the 
mainstream majority - of Muslims and 
non-Muslims alike — who want to live 
together in peace and without 
violence. That means being able to 
speak out against violent extremism 
wherever it raises its head. That also 
means no longer thinking we can 
meet violence with violence. 

The threat of violence only alienates 
ordinary people and pushes them 
away from our campaign. 

The Together campaigns we ran 
against the EDL in Bradford and 
Leicester were models of what can be 
achieved in a non-violent and non- 
threatening way. Thousands of people 
came together through signing petitions 
and street festivals and in the process 
demonstrated their opposition to the 
politics of hate. 

It is about positioning ourselves with 
the mainstream majority and isolating 
the extremists. By being willing to speak 
out against Islamist extremism where 
necessary we will be in a better position 
to isolate and defeat groups such as EDL 
and protect the Muslim communities. 
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IF THE HATE of the EDL is breeding the 
hate of Islamist fundamentalism, then 
sections of the tabloid media are 
breeding both. Their inflammatory 
headlines and sometimes inaccurate 
reporting only fuel the hatred and 
stereotyping of Muslims among non- 
Muslims and increase the alienation and 
anger within the Muslim community. 

One of the worst proponents of this is 
the Daily Star, which carries regular 
attacks on Muslims and their faith. 
Searchlight has studied the newspaper 
over the past three years and found a 
depressing litany of negative articles 
about Muslims. They often over- 
exaggerate the importance of tiny Muslim 
extremist groups and use their words to 
smear an entire faith, while on other 
occasions they whip up fear and mistrust 
through incorrect or slanted articles. 

In July 2010 the paper launched a 
campaign against alleged council plans 
for Muslim-only loos in Rochdale. 

It started with a highly sensationalist 
front page story and was followed up by 
several further stories over the next few 
days. A week after the campaign was 
launched it announced, in another front 
page article, that it had succeeded in 
scuppering the plans. 

Of course, all was not what it seemed 
and the newspaper was taken to the 
Press Complaints Commission and lost. 
The PCC found that these were not 
“Muslim-only" toilets and they were not 
being built by the local authority. 

In other cases the Daily Star has been 
selective in its reporting. In January 
2007 it splashed the headline: “Brit 
Muslims want the Stone Age”. It was 
based on the findings of a Policy 
Exchange report on attitudes in the 
Muslim community. It focused on the 
negative aspects of the report, including 
the growing radicalisation of the 
younger generation, while playing down 
other results, such as that 70% of 
Muslims feel they have as much in 
common with non-Muslims as they do 
with other Muslims. 

The Daily Star reported that 37% of 
Muslims aged between 16-25 would 
prefer their children to go to an Islamic 
state school, but failed to highlight that 
the majority did not. It also neglected to 
mention that only 25% of 45-54 year- 
olds and 19% of those aged 55+ 
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supported sending their children to 
Islamic state schools. 

The newspaper also regularly ascribes 
the views of hardline extremists to the 
Muslim community in general. In 
September 2004 the Star ran the front 
page headline: “Islam will rule Britain”. 
This was a quote from Sheikh Omar 
Bakri, an outspoken extremist who 
speaks on behalf of a very small group. 

Two years later it headlined a full-page 
story: “The Pope must die say Brit 
Muslims". The quote came from another 
Islamic extremist, Anjem Choudhary, 
following the Pope's anti-Islam comments 
during a lecture at the University of 
Regensburg. Mainstream Muslim 
organisations accepted the Pope's 
apology but that fact was relegated to 
the final sentence of the article. 

Late last year the Daily Star even 
became the de facto cheerleader of the 
English Defence League with a series of 
positive articles claiming the EDL was 
not a racist organisation and asking 
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readers whether it should become a 
political party. 

Such was the concern at the 
behaviour of the Daily Star that 
Searchlight was contacted by senior 
figures from Express Group Newspapers 
over its direction. During a briefing for 
Baroness Warsi, before her Question 
Time appearance with the British 
National Party leader Nick Griffin, | was 
taken aside by a senior official at 
Conservative Party Central Office and 
asked whether | thought there was any 
possibility that the Daily Star would 
come out for the BNP. | said no, but we 
agreed that the newspaper, which has 
also carried a number of favourable 
articles about the English Democrats, 
was on a dangerous trajectory. 

With 34% of BNP voters in the 2009 
European elections reading either the 
Daily Star or The Sun, according to a 
huge YouGov poll, the affects of these 
lurid headlines can only further worsen 
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THE MAYOR of Amsterdam, 
bemused like most other Dutch 
people by the EDL's attempt to 
hold a European rally, banished 
them to a grass patch with only a 
barely functioning railway station 
to help bring supporters there. 
The EDL had driven off the 
ferry and into The Hague the 
night before in a hired minibus 
that they were not supposed 


even to take out of the Midlands, 


to arrive at their first disaster. 
Despite promises, Feyenord’s 
football hooligans failed to 
show. Instead, the Dutch police 
were waiting with the traditional 
welcome for foreign hooligans. 
The next morning as a host of 
foreign Islamophobes wearily 
made their way out from the 
centre of Amsterdam to a piece 
of grass surrounded by the shells 
of empty warehouses, the 
obvious missing ingredient was 
any Dutch support. “Timo”, the 
Feyenord football hooligan who 
runs the Dutch Defence League, 
was putting on a brave face, but 
as small numbers of Germans, 
Austrians, French and the Brits 
waded through the mud, he was 
none the wiser or indeed the 


braver. “The Ajax fans don't like 
me," he said nervously. “If | 
come to Amsterdam they will 
want to make trouble with me.” 

After a long wait, a handful - 
rather short of the 400 who 
signed up to attend on Facebook 
— of EDL members from Peterlee 
in the North East arrived looking 
lost and unaware of where the 
rest of the EDL were. “Where is 
your English Tommy [Robinson],” 
the Germans demanded. He was 
on his way, apparently, as the 
police helicopter proved, but as 
legs grew tired the rally began 
without him and his contingent. 

At that point a rare train pulled 
into the station and 200 football 
hooligans alighted chanting and 
waving flags. Timo’s fear had 
come to pass, as it was the Ajax 
Amsterdam fans looking to make 
trouble with the English fascists 
and, of course, Timo himself. 
Timo took on a pained 
expression, still hoping the EDL 
would arrive and save the day, as 
speaker after speaker droned on 
unheard against the noise of the 
Ajax fans. 

Eventually Robinson's minibus 
limped into view with two 


smashed windows, some two 
hours later than expected. Their 
decision to park up and walk to the 
rally had been a bad idea as Dutch 
antifascists decided to deflower 
Robinson and make merry with his 
flag. Despite the flag saying “No 
Surrender", that was exactly what 
Robinson had done, leaving behind 
a trophy for Dutch antifascists and 
hiding his head as punches and 
rocks rained down on him. 

In the entertainment industry 
it's called a show stopper. 
The EDL ceased the boring 
speeches so that Robinson could 
address his 30 fans and the 150 
journalists and photographers 
present. Nice to see you, to see 
you nice, but he had arrived only 
to announce he was leaving. 
He was wearing a bullet proof 
vest “but the British police have 
told me they cannot protect me 
here,” so off he went. Nothing 
could stop Robinson's crusade 
against Islam except poor 
planning, antifascists and Ajax. 
Of course, they said they would 
be back, but so too did the Dutch 
opposition. Seven miles from the 
centre of Amsterdam, Tommy 
met his Waterloo.

isillusioned British 
National Party 
activists are 


ignoring most council by- 
elections and achieving 
little in the few places they 
do stand. In October the 
party fought just two by- 
elections, obtaining 6.2% 
and 2.9%. 

The party did relatively 
better with 9.3% ina 
Walsall by-election on 11 
November, but the following 
week Peter Tierney, who 
recently completed a 
sentence of 100 hours of 
unpaid work for a violent 
assault, managed only 4.7% 
for the BNP in Croxteth 
ward, Liverpool. 

With little else to do, BNP 
activists continue to set up 
stalls in town centres to 
gather signatures for its 
supposed “Bring our boys 
home” petition, in reality the 
party’s autumn recruitment 
drive, as its leader Nick 
Griffin openly admitted. 

So far there has been no sign 
of the campaign moving on 
to its next stage, which was 
to include a “whirlwind 
tour” of the UK by the party’s 
misnamed “Truth Truck” 
advertising lorry and a mail 
shot to “opinion formers” 
with a special “Bring Our 
Boys Home” brochure. 

One can only assume that 
Griffin’s appeal early in 
October for £22,000 to fund 
these activities was either a 
sham or a failure. 

Instead, the BNP 
leadership is busily shuffling 
the deck chairs before the 
party ship sinks and filling 


posts vacated by the large 
number of officers who have 
left or been pushed out. 
Last month Griffin, an MEP 
for North West England who 
made himself London 
regional organiser in August 
on the basis that “I pass by 
while on the way to Europe 
anyway’, appointed Steve 
Squire as deputy organiser 
in the capital. 

However, Griffin accident- 
ally revealed his true plans 
on Twitter: “He’s now deputy 
RO but I hope to confirm 
him as full one in January. 

In meantime, treat him as 
being in charge”. Bob Bailey, 
well known drunk and failed 
BNP councillor, is the 
party’s new London 
elections officer. 


UNIMPRESSIVE 
Squire comes with an 
unimpressive track record. 
In the council elections in 
May he stood in Enfield 
Lock and came tenth out of 
ten candidates with 6.3%. 
In the BNP’s Eastern 
Region Pat Richardson, the 
party’s last representative on 
Epping Forest district 
council, was appointed 
membership secretary at her 
first regional council 
meeting, which she attended 
with Rod “Mr Angry” Law, a 
Loughton town councillor. 
Also in a new role is 
Kieren Trent as Eastern 
regional press officer. Trent 
was one of a group of BNP 
activists who helped Bailey 
attack three young Asians in 
Barking and Dagenham just 
before polling day last May. 
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BBC video footage showed a 
clearly visible Trent landing 
blows and kicks to someone 
on the ground. No charges 
were brought. 

In North Wales a new 
organiser and fundholder 
(treasurer) relaunched the 
party’s Wrexham branch 
just six months before the 
Welsh Assembly elections 
next May. In 2007 the BNP 
came within 2,580 votes of 
winning a seat in North 
Wales in the regional list 
part of the election, which is 
fought under proportional 
representation. Lack of 
funds and a haemorrhaging 
membership will make it 
hard for the party to 
improve on that result. 

Meanwhile Griffin has 
launched yet another 
appeal for donations to 
continue his legal battle 
with the Equality and 
Human Rights Commission 
over whether the party had 
complied with a court order 
in March to remove racially 
discriminatory clauses from 


the party’s constitution. 
Griffin absented himself 
from a High Court hearing 
on 8 and 9 November after 
being admitted to hospital 
with suspected kidney 
stones, though recovered 
rapidly to join a large BNP 
group on a two-night trip to 
Belgium for Armistice Day. 


“SIMPLY LYING” 
His current barrister, David 
Reade QC, argued that there 
was no case for the party to 
answer as the court order 
was ambiguous. Robin 
Allen QC, appearing for the 
EHRC, accused Griffin of 
“simply lying” when he said 
he did not know the terms 
of the order. He described 
Griffin as a “persistent 
offender” who had 
repeatedly failed to comply 
with various orders to 
change the constitution. 
Judgement was reserved 
and there will now bea 
further two-day hearing in 
December. If the BNP loses, 
it is likely to face crippling

legal costs, adding to its 
debts, which are believed to 
be at least £600,000 so far. 

It would appear, however, 
that Griffin has given up the 
fight in his failing legal 
action against four former 
BNP employees who 
rebelled against the party 
leadership in December 
2007. His withdrawal from 
the case against Steve Blake, 
Kenny and Nicholla Smith 
and Ian Dawson is expected 
to leave the party with tens 
of thousands of pounds in 
legal costs. The BNP has still 
not paid the substantial 
settlement it agreed with 
Michaela Mackenzie in 
front of an Employment 
Tribunal in June. 

One piece of better news 
for the beleaguered party 
leader is the return to the 
fold of Richard Edmonds. 
Griffin booted the veteran 
nazi off the BNP’s Advisory 
Council in summer after he 
revealed the huge sum — 
£160,000 a year — that the 


party was paying its 


unpopular management 
and fundraising consultant 
James Dowson. 

Edmonds was refused 
entry to a BNP meeting in 
Dagenham, east London, in 
August and in September 
attended a “Reform Group” 
conference held by Eddy 
Butler, the unsuccessful 
challenger to Griffin's 
leadership. But by 
November Edmonds was 
the guest speaker at a BNP 
meeting in Somerset where 
he urged: “Everyone needs 
to support the BNP as 
Britain needs it more than 
ever and before it’s too late”. 

Griffin needs all the 
support he can get, even that 
of an old Holocaust denier, 
and has presumably forgiven 
Edmonds'’s indiscretion since 
his own big fallout with 
Dowson, which has meant a 
rapid exit of the party’s call 
centre out of Belfast to 
Nuneaton. Griffin's closest 
henchmen are constantly 
bickering with each other as 
Clive Jefferson, promoted far 


beyond his capabilities, 
struggles to carry out his 
myriad party roles. 

Andrew Brons, Griffin's 
fellow MEP, continues to 
employ Butler on his 
European Parliamentary 
staff, while Butler sits on 
the sidelines exposing 
and attacking Griffin’s 
mismanagement of the 
party. Brons has recently 
been running a 
“consultation” on possible 
changes to the BNP 
constitution, to which 
Butler has contributed at 
length. Brons has put 
forward options for “fairly 
modest reforms” and 
“more far reaching 
reforms”, but it is not clear 
whether the proposals will 
ever be put to the members 
or whether the exercise is 
designed only to give the 
appearance of democracy 
in the fascist party. 


NO IMPACT 

Although Butler maintains 
his belief that the BNP can be 
rescued from Griffin's deathly 
grasp, some of his erstwhile 
supporters launched a new 
rival party at the end of 
October. The British Freedom 
Party has made no impact 

so far and has distinguished 
itself only by appointing 

its second national treasurer 
in less than a month. 

John Savage, about whom 
the BFP boasted it was 
“probably the first time in 
decades a nationalist party 
has a qualified accountant as 
its treasurer”, resigned 
“during the early hours” of 


6 November after an intem- 
perate article by Lee Barnes 
appeared on the BFP website. 

Barnes had advocated 
hanging Abu Hamza, 
whereas Savage pointed out 
that under British law he 
first had to be tried bya 
court and found guilty. 
Unlike others in the BFP 
who are “spellbound” by 
Barnes, Savage instantly 
recognised him for the 
lunatic he is. 

“For some strange reason 
which I am unable to quite 
fathom,” wrote Savage, “Mr 
Barnes, who has never 
joined the British Freedom 
Party, seems to have a great 
deal of dominant influence 
and hold over my former 
colleagues in the party. 
However ... arguing with 
him is like trying to push 
back a tornado with one’s 
hands. He will not give any 
quarter nor listen to any 
other viewpoint or argument 
other than his own... 

“T regret that the British 
Freedom Party is not at all 
the party I thought I was 
involved with in setting up. 
Mr Barnes seems to have 
now ensconced himself so 
deeply into it that no other 
opinion is possible.” 

In true fascist tradition 
the BFP quickly wrote 
Savage out of its short 
history. An announcement 
praising the appointment of 
its new treasurer Michelle 
Marshall, not an accountant 
but a former assistant 


adjutant in the Royal Air 
Force, made no reference to 
her predecessor. a 
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New Right Old Nazis 


Despite today's emphasis on Islamophobia, strong influences are ensuring that the far right ; 
does not forget who its real enemy is. Gerry Gable investigates. 


AT A MEETING of the New Right 
group in London on 23 October, 
Martin Webster, one of Britain's most 
notorious postwar nazis, told his 
enthusiastic audience that “the forces 
at large in the world today which can 
make or break political parties within 
the mainstream are the forces that 
created and run Israel”. 

Webster's talk, entitled “Justice for 
Palestinians is a vital British national 
interest” [his emphasis], expounded 
traditional nazi conspiracy theories 
about the Jews. Unlike many nazis who 
couch their antisemitism by referring to 
Zionists or Israelis, Webster, who was 
national organiser of the National Front 
during its 1970s heyday, was explicit, 
denouncing “British nationalists" who 
say what is going on in Palestine is 
none of Britain's business. His remarks, 
which were largely directed at the BNP, 
had the audience stamping their feet 
and cheering him to the rafters. 

Webster showed he has not moved 
far politically since he wrote: “We are 
forming a well oiled nazi machine 
in Britain” and signed off his column in 
nazi publications in the 1960s “Julius”, 
a reference to the nazi antisemitic 
propagandist Julius Streicher. What is 
significant is that his audience, which 
included people from across the 
rightwing spectrum including the BNP, 
shared his views.

October's New 
Right meeting 
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The New Right group was formed by 
Troy Southgate, a man whose life has 
been an odyssey across the far-right 
scene since his imprisonment as an 
NF street thug in the 1970s. He has 
dabbled in far-right music, National 
Bolshevism and similar movements 
that emerged in the former communist 
states during the 1990s, various Green 
Anarchist outfits and a blend of far- 
right paganism and satanism. 

He was a founder member of the 
International Third Position together 
with Nick Griffin, now leader of the 
BNP, and other NF “Political Soldiers” 
in 1989. Like Southgate and his 
followers today, it was heavily 
influenced by the Italian mystic and 
National Socialist Julius Evola, a man so 
extreme that the Italian fascist dictator 
Benito Mussolini had him locked up 
twice. Evola's wartime exile was lived 
out in the company of senior SS men 
and after the war he mentored 
Roberto Fiore, who in turn acted as 
political mentor to Griffin while on the 
run in the UK from a terrorism 
conviction in Italy. Griffin still works 
closely with him in Europe. 

Southgate left the ITP in September 
1992 and from then on changed 
political affiliation as often as his 
underwear. In the middle of this 
decade he and a small group of others, 
including the quasi intellectual 


Jonathan Bowden, created the New 
Right group with the aim of inspiring 
old thinking in a refreshed way. 

Its meetings, now held bimonthly — 
October's was the 29th — gave 
London's far right the chance to hear 
hardline nazis, pagans, Muslim 
converts and leading figures in 
Europe's far right and beyond. 


Despite being a BNP officer until the 
end of last year, Bowden has 
regularly chaired and addres- (a 
sed New Right meetings sie 
without any objection from 2 
Griffin. Audiences in the * 
various pub meeting rooms o) 
around London used by the r 
group range from 40 to over 
100 when the Holocaust 
denier David Irving addressed 
them. They comprise a mixture 
of boot boys, pagans, well-to-do 
Jew baiters and several BNP 
councillors. 

The long list of speakers reads like 
a who's who of far-right extremists. | 
They have included Alexander 4 
Dugin, an extremist member of 
the Russian Duma; Dr Tomislav 
Sunic, a Croatian whose book, 
Against Democracy and Equality: 
The European New Right, won 
him an international reputation; 
the Holocaust denier Lady 
Michéle Renouf, a close friend 
of David Irving and associate of 
President Ahmadinejad of Iran; 
Michael Woodbridge, a teacher 
and long-time fascist; and the 
Maltese far-right politician and 
artist Norman Lowell. 

A recent speaker was Welf Herfurth, 
who had travelled all the way from

A successful 
businessman who has travelled widely 
in Southeast Asia, Herfurth is a friend 
of Horst Mahler, the nazi lawyer and 
former member of the Baader Meinhof 
terrorist gang, and other postwar nazi 
leaders and criminals in Germany. 
In Australia he associates with Fredrick 
Tédben, the German-born Holocaust 
denier jailed in Germany in 1999 for 
“offending the memory of the dead”. 
It is not only old nazis who attend 
New Right meetings. Matt Tait, the 
BNP's Bletchley organiser, acts as 
the New Right student organiser despite 
having dropped out of his business 
studies course after the first year at 
Surrey University. Perhaps he was too 
busy travelling the world for the BNP, 
attending at least one American 
Renaissance conference in the USA. 
Tait has recently met senior hardline 
nazis such as Christian Worch and 
Gottfried Kissell in Germany. He has 
stood for the BNP in elections, 
including for the Scottish Parliament 
despite living in Berkshire, and was 
part of a group that beat up two 
Asian youngsters during the May 
elections in Barking and 
Dagenham. He appears to 
have had a flirtation with the 
Territorial Army.

Tait recently joined a trip by 92 BNP 
life members and supporters of the 
BNP's fundraising Trafalgar Club to 
Belgium for Armistice Day, where 
according to Clive Jefferson, the BNP's 
national organiser, he impressed the 
group with a piano performance. 

At the October New Right meeting 
Bowden sang the praises of the 
infamous nazi Savitri Devi. A close 
associate of the British nazi leader 
Colin Jordan and the US nazi leader 
Lincoln Rockwell, Devi was one of the 
founders of the World Union of 
National Socialists in 1962 and wrote 
a number of books that hardline 
national socialists and pagan mystics 
see as the ultimate expression of their 
world view. 

Devi, who died in England in 1982, 
visited Germany after Hitler's fall in 
1945 to expound his beliefs and was 
imprisoned by the British occupation 


authority. She spent time with SS 
prisoners and tried to facilitate their 
escape but failed. Her ashes were 
carried to the headquarters of the US 
nazi party by Tony Williams, an old 
colleague of Griffin and leader of the 
National Socialist Movement, the 
group that encouraged David 
Copeland to embark on his terror 
bombing spree in London in 1999. 

As well as its meetings the New Right 
produces publications including the 
“metapolitical” journal New Imperium, 
which even its readers describe as 
almost unreadable. The group has links 
with Kerry Bolton, the New Zealand 
based satanic rightwing extremist, 
whose writings it promotes. 

While Southgate remains on the 
fringe of the far-right music scene in 
Britain, he has a big fan club among 
nazis, pagans and other oddballs in

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Racist attacks an everyday occurrence

HARDLY A DAY goes by without 
another grim story of a violent racist 
attack. Searchlight looks briefly at some 
that have made the headlines over the 
past month. 

The Scotsman reported that a 37- 
year-old mixed-race man had been left 
scarred for life after being glassed in an 
unprovoked racist attack at the City 
Limits pub on Leith Walk. 

Tony Atherton from Gillingham was 
jailed for four years and six months for a 
vicious racist attack on cab driver 
Mohammed Hossain the previous 
September, reported Kent Online. 
Atherton already had 29 convictions 
from 62 offences. 

Twenty-five year-old soldier Richard 
Gee was jailed for two and a half years 
for a drunken, racially aggravated 
assault occasioning actual bodily harm 
upon Atiqur Khan in Barnstaple town 
centre. Khan was left bloodied and 
unconscious. 

Teenage thug Joshua Jowett, 19, was 
jailed for three years for a terrifying 
knife attack on a taxi driver in Halifax in 
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March whom he racially abused before 
stealing his takings and driving off in the 
cab. He received a further two-year 
consecutive term for two other robberies 
in 2009. 

Andrew Hawkes, 29, was imprisoned 
for 40 months following a racially 
aggravated assault occasioning actual 
bodily harm in Bermondsey, which left 
the victim of his unprovoked attack with 
a dislocated shoulder. 

On 28 October the Plymouth Herald 
reported a staggering 14 racist attacks in 
the town the previous weekend 
including the beating of a Kurdish man 
who was then whipped with a belt, a 
racist attack on a Middle Eastern student 
and a doorman, a child racially abused 
by a teenager and a homophobic attack. 
The average number of racist attacks in 
the town was reported to be 30 a 
month. 

In Syston, Leicestershire, three 
teenagers who had barged their way 
into an Asian wedding and racially 
abused and assaulted several guests the 
previous year were given youth offender 


referral orders by the court. They could 
not be named because of their age. 

Twenty-year old Nicholas Lockhart 
was jailed for eight months and issued 
with a two-year restraining order 
following a drug and drink fuelled racist 
attack on an Asian man in Newmarket. 
It was the third time Lockhart had been 
charged with a similar offence. 

Within 48 hours of his release from a 
young offender institution, Craig Pitts, 
21, and two friends, who had 72 
previous convictions between them, 
beat a pizza delivery man in a savage 
racist attack in Abingdon. Pitts was jailed 
for three years and six monthss. 

In Burnley, Storm McGowan, 19, was 
sentenced to two years’ youth custody 
for taking part in a 20-strong white 
gang that hurled abuse and brandished 
metal bars at a group of Asian students. 

Pankaj Rawat, a shop assistant, had 
his jaw broken after intervening to stop 
two men harassing a woman who was 
calling for help in Edinburgh. The men 
racially abused him before subjecting 
him to a savage beating.

BNP activist on 
firearms charges 


A BNP activist from Lakenheath has appeared in 
court on firearms charges. David Lucas (pictured), 
who was a BNP European election candidate, made 
a brief appearance in court in November to face two 
charges of possessing a signal launcher gun without 
a certificate and possessing ammunition for a 
firearm without a certificate. He did not enter pleas 
and the hearing was adjourned to 17 December, 
when he is due to be committed for trial at Ipswich 


Crown Court. 


Farage re-elected as UKIP leader 


THE UK Independence 
Party has elected Nigel 
Farage as its new leader 
following the resignation 
of Lord Pearson earlier 
this year who by his own 
admission was “not 
much good" at party 
politics. Farage, the clear 
favourite, had previously 
led the party until 
November 2009. 
Unsurprisingly, he won 
with 60% of the vote, 
beating the economist 
Tim Congdon, who 
gained 20%, David 
Campbell-Bannerman 
(14%) and Winston 
McKenzie (5%). 
Farage had stood down 
as leader last year to 
contest the general 
election in the hope of 
unseating John Bercow 
as MP for Buckingham. 
He came third. 

Farage, who was 
elected on 5 November, 


used his acceptance 
speech to launch an 
attack on the country's 
“political class" stating: 
“This is the time to be 
fearless; to be strong and 
decisive and to push for 
what we believe in. For 
never have the political 
classes been more out of 
touch with public 
opinion." 

Farage's distinctly 
populist stance comes at 
a time of speculation 
about whether the UKIP 
might become the 
vehicle for a British 
version of the Tea 
Parties. While Farage has 
been reluctant to accept 
the comparison, he has 
claimed that both 
movements draw on the 
same broad political 
constituencies of 
disaffected and angry 
voters alienated by the 
“political elite”. 


BNP teachers to be banned 


MICHAEL GOVE, the Education Secretary, has pledged to give head 
teachers and school governing bodies the power to dismiss teachers 
who are members of the BNP or other groups of an “extremist 
tenor". Gove told The Guardian: “| don't believe that membership 
of the BNP is compatible with being a teacher ... | cannot see how 
membership of the British National Party can co-exist with shaping 
young minds.” 

The announcement was welcomed by the NASUWT teaching 
union. Chris Keates (pictured), its general secretary, said: “| hope this 
is something Michael Gove takes forward as quickly as possible. It is 
an important part of safeguarding the interests of young people.” 

Gove's announcement was something of a surprise. Last March, 
an independent report by Maurice Smith, a former chief inspector of 
schools, recommended that BNP members should not be banned 
from teaching. Smith's review found that in the past y 
seven years four teachers and two governors had ‘ 
been publicly identified as members of racist 
organisations, and that only nine incidents of 
teachers making racist remarks or possessing 
racist material had been subject to disciplinary 
sanction by the General Teaching Council. 

Keates said: “It's not an issue of scale ... The 
issue is one of making sure that a clear message 
goes out that membership of the BNP and 
other extremist groups is incompatible with 
being a teacher.”

Andrew Brons addresses Sea Scouts 


BNP MEP Andrew Brons (pictured) sparked outrage early last when he 
gave a speech to sea cadets. Brons, a former member of the Jew- 
hating National Socialist Movement and a former chairman of the 
National Front, was the guest of honour at a prize giving ceremony in 
Doncaster, South Yorkshire, where he shook hands with the cadets, 
some as young as 10. 

Brons's speech steered clear of extremist themes, but he told the 
children “Preparing from one's youth and even one's childhood to be 
equipped mentally, physically and by training to protect one's country 
is about as serious as one can get”. This was “another example of 
how the party, and the ideas attached to it, is slowly but steadily 
becoming more mainstream," noted a BNP member triumphantly.

With the BNP teetering on the brink of collapse, Matthew Collins looks back at an earlier far- 
right split involving many of the same characters as today. 


henever the subject of 

his former leadership 

of the National Front 
arises, Nick Griffin is prone to 
embarrassment and self- 
effacement. It's not because of the 
racism, antisemitism and thuggery 
for which the NF had become 
synonymous that Griffin cringes, 
but because of his part in 
engineering the meltdown and near 
total destruction of Britain's oldest 
and longest surviving fascist party. 

The 1986 split engineered and 

executed by Griffin and Patrick 
Harrington, who became a cause 
célébre in 1984 when he enrolled 
as a student at North London 
Polytechnic, was bizarre, vicious 
and dangerous. In 1983, three 
years after the departure of 
John Tyndall, who had led the NF 
almost exclusively since 1972, two 
competing groups of young middle 
class “radicals” seized power and 
removed Martin Webster who had 
run the much shrunken 
organisation with an iron rod. 
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Webster had been particularly 
disturbed by the arrival in Britain 
of a small cell of Italians on the 
run. They were led by the 
charismatic Roberto Fiore, the 
convicted former leader of 
the terrorist Armed Revolutionary 
Nuclei, the group involved in the 
bombing of Bologna railway 
station in 1980, which killed 
85 people. Fiore's use of 
inflammatory, youthful and 
revolutionary language and ideas 
encouraged many of his 
supporters to view the NF as 
outdated, faulty and irrelevant. 
Webster erred by encouraging 
Harrington, who had previously 
infiltrated the Young Communist 
League for Webster, to infiltrate 
the Griffin-Fiore circle. Of similar 
age and background and like the 
others of reasonably independent 
means, Harrington was not only 
easily converted by the group, he 
became one of its chief exponents 
and betrayed Webster. 

Webster's removal from the NF

leadership was a surprise to him as 
among those who lined up against 
him were Andrew Brons, today a 
BNP MEP, lan Anderson, a failed 
Oxford student, and Martin 
Wingfield, a former bookmaker. 

All three were party loyalists and 
traditionalists, who had little truck 
with the politics of Griffin. 

Brons was NF leader, the other two 
would succeed him. In 1984 Brons 
stood down ostensibly to focus on 
his career as a college lecturer in 
Harrogate, though many felt it was 
also because he lacked the stomach 
for the looming factional fight. 

The Anderson camp initially 
welcomed Derek Holland's seminal 
statement of new intent for the NF 
and the wider “movement” 
published that year. The Political 
Soldier was Holland's blueprint for 
a new movement driven and 
reinvigorated with ideas of 
sacrifice and militant struggle 
heavily influenced by Eastern 
European Roman Catholic 
mysticism and Northern European

imagery, with an approving 
ideological stamp of approval from 
the Italians. 

An attack on the ideological 
baggage of the NF, it laid the 
groundwork for the introduction 
of new ideological heroes of the 
European right, including the 
Italian National Socialist Julius 
Evola and the Romanian 
antisemite Corneliu Codreanu, 
prewar leader of the fascist Iron 
Guard. Previously unknown to 
most NF members, Codreanu and 
Evola were steeped in the 
mysticism and martyrdom Griffin, 
Holland and Harrington wanted to 
instill in the new, younger and 
dynamic NF. A puritanical purge 
had begun. 

lf The Political Soldier was 
welcomed as a political refresher 
by Anderson and Wingfield, who 
now led the party, the growth of 
Catholicism and a sweeping 
puritism among the younger 
members of the leadership 
worried them. 

Seen as politically weak and too 
conservative (Wingfield had 
moved to the NF from the Liberal 
party), Wingfield became the 
victim of a whispering campaign 
by the followers of Griffin, Holland 
and Harrington, who now referred 
to themselves as “the radicals" 
and Anderson and Wingfield as 
the “reactionaries”, aimed at 
undermining him and his 
editorship of the much improved 
party paper National Front News. 
In an attempt to strengthen his 
position in a rapidly changing 
political environment, Wingfield 
refused to pay a £1,500 fine 
imposed in 1985 for offences 
under the race relations laws and 
was imprisoned for 90 days. 

Grandiose schemes, self- 
important overseas trips by party 
delegations, desperately falling 
membership numbers and mount- 
ing debts were forcing the NF 
further underground than it would 
have liked, despite its increasingly 
revolutionary pronouncements. 


Griffin's “radicals” took the NF's 
membership files to the rural 
property in Suffolk where he lived 
and opened a new office in 
Norwich. As the “radicals” 
propounded the slogan “Long live 
death” and macabre articles 
appeared in sporadic publications 
that the NF could not afford to 
produce, the party was lurching 
towards an explosive split and 
potential death itself. 

Despite Griffin labelling 
Wingfield a “coward and a Tory 
who belongs in the Conservative 
Party", Wingfield was elected 
chairman on his release from 
prison in early 1986 and found 
himself on a party executive made 
up entirely of Griffin's “radicals”. 
Anderson had already flown the 
coop in exasperation. 

The NF formally split in 1986. 

A series of damaging leaks to the 
press about its growing internal 
difficulties and both external and 
internal concern over the continued 
presence of the Italian fugitives 
from justice took their toll. Tired of 
insults and desperate political lurches 
of the type normally favoured by 
the ultra left, Wingfield, Anderson 
and Brons, accompanied by Steve 
Brady, an influential figure in 
Northern Ireland loyalist circles and 
the elite nazi League of St George, 
and Tom Acton, the NF's printer, 
pre-empted their expulsions from 
the party by launching their own 
newspaper The Flag resplendent 
with the Union Jack motif that the 
radicals had removed from 
National Front News. 

A notorious culture of heavy 
drinking and bed hopping was 
certainly rife in both camps. 
Making the split even more 
damaging was Wingfield's affair 
with the younger wife of a factional 
ally and a close friend of Joe 
Pearce, who was once more in 
prison for offences under the Race 
Relations Act. The Griffin faction 
were to play on Wingfield’s 
treachery in a battle for the 
affections of Pearce who, having 


Grandiose 
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converted to Catholicism like some 
others in the Griffin faction, was 
expected to join them and use his 
popularity and influence with the 
NF's predominantly working class 
membership to convince them to 
join Griffin's long trip up the revolu- 
tionary garden path. On his release, 
however, Pearce briefly sided with 
Anderson and Wingfield before 
leaving for the United States. 

The resulting fallout was as 
vicious as it was bizarre. There were 
allegations of shotguns in Suffolk 
being pointed between rival leaders 
and even a mysterious bomb attack 
on Anderson's car, a pub fight in 
Croydon involving over 80 fascists, 
and Griffin and his supporters 
trying to stop the NF's annual 
Remembrance Sunday parade by 
shouting “Nazi scum" at the 
bemused and confused marchers. 

In response to the split Griffin 
wrote the brilliantly sectarian and 
self-damaging pamphlet 
Attempted Murder in which he 
exposed not only his opponents’ 
“reactionary” leanings, but also his 
own perverse and quasi 
revolutionary views. Wingfield in 
particular was viciously mocked 
and pilloried. 

Griffin and Harrington adopted 
a myriad of guises to boost their 
revolutionary credentials and those 
of their dwindling and confused 
party. They included a refusal 
to condemn the IRA, an attempt 
to court Colonel Gaddafi of Libya 
for “petro dollars", the promotion 
of Islamic extremists and Welsh 
nationalists, and in the words of 
Griffin “countless discussions as to 
how many workers’ collectives you 
could fit on a pin head”. 

In 1989 Griffin, Harrington and 
their diminished Political Soldiers 
morphed into the International 
Third Position, with the support of 
Fiore, around the time that 
Anderson and Wingfield accepted 
a bequest to their version of the 
NF of over £60,000 to be shared 
with the extreme nazi British 
Movement. |

Simon Darby, the former deputy leader 
of the British National Party, is a past 
master at worshiping false prophets. 
His little party has had it up to the neck 
with prophets such as John Tyndall, 
Nick Griffin and Eddy Butler, though 
entirely lacks any profit with which to 
spread the Christmas cheer. The former 
press officer kept us bang up to date 
with news of Griffin's kidney stones 
and their ability to keep him bedridden 
while he was supposed to be at the 
High Court last month. Darby 
performed the same admirable task 
when Richard “sick note" Barnbrook 
took to his bed last year instead of 
facing the standards committee over 
alleged misdemeanours during his time 
on Barking and Dagenham council.

Not only that, why was it that 
at the same time “that very same media 
was positively salivating over the 
prospect of throwing poor Tanya Lumby 
(and me!) in prison”, he asked. Perhaps 
not knowing the difference between trial 
by media and trial by law is why Darby 
only gets to post videos of other people 
giving speeches these days.

GOOD

GOOD, released in 2008, is based on 
the 1981 stage play by C P Taylor and 
explores the notion of “good”, 
showing how those who might in 
other circumstances be seen as good 
people may, by the seemingly innocent 
choices they make, be drawn into a 
much greater evil. It is about fear and 
weakness and self delusion. 

The main character, John Halder, 
played by Viggo Mortensen, is a 
professor of literature in Germany under 
the Third Reich. The film opens in 1937 
and Halder finds that his novel, which 
advocates euthanasia on compassionate 
grounds, has been recognised by 
members of the Nazi party in support of 
their own programme of “mercy 
killing”. While everything he abhors, 
from the banning and burning of books 
to the segregation of Jews, is taking 
place around him, Halder, a civilised 
man whose personal life is complicated 
by a sick and lonely mother, a neurotic 
wife and an affair with one of his 
female students, nevertheless accepts 
promotion from the party he professes 
to despise.

Anything that makes people happy can't be bad can it? 


This in itself, he believes, is harmless 
enough, Hitler will not last and then 
everything will return to normal, but 
one choice leads to another. He is 
courted by members of the SS who are 
keen, he is told, to recruit the “better 
type of person” and so this too he 
goes along with and little by little, each 
time rationalising and justifying the 
decisions he makes, he becomes more 
and more entangled in party politics 
and ideology leading ultimately to the 
betrayal of his best friend Maurice, 


played by Jason Isaacs, a Jewish 
therapist whose circumstances are seen 
to deteriorate each time they meet. 

The film works well on many levels 
and as the story unfolds there is a 
horrible inevitability about it. 

Despite what he tells himself and others, 
there is a deeper part of Halder that is 
aware of what he is doing and this is 
signalled by moments during which the 
film steps gently outside reality and 
Halder appears to hallucinate, seeing a 
group of men, wherever he may be, 
singing a mournful song. 

In the end the film is a poignant and 
powerful reminder of how easy it is to 
go along with things. It is a reminder 
that we must remain vigilant and 
responsible and of how resistance does 
not have to be about grand gestures 
but is more often about the choices we 
make every day. It is as much about 
today, here and now, as about Nazi 
Germany. In the end, perhaps above all 
the play and the film carry a disturbing 
reminder of the lines attributed to 
Edmund Burke, the 18th century 
philosopher, “All that is necessary for 
the triumph of evil is that good men 
do nothing”.

THE SPANISH NAZI Republican Social 
Movement (MSR) has joined the 
Alliance of European National 
Movements (AENM), alongside Nick 
Griffin's British National Party and seven 
other European far-right parties. 

The MSR, a fringe party that received 
9,900 votes in the 2009 European 
election, includes hooligans and 
boneheads known for their violent 
activities. During the trial of the 
Spanish section of Blood and Honour 
earlier this year, it was alleged that 
defendants had been on the MSR's 
electoral lists in 2004. 

On 12 October, known as Race Day 
during Franco's fascist dictatorship but 
now Columbus Day, right-wing 
extremists gathered in several cities 
though only managed to muster around 
1,000 people altogether. The Barcelona 
event was staged by the MSR and 
attended by fascist leaders including 
Luca Romagnoli of Tricolour Flame in 
Italy and the Hungarian Bela Kovacs, 
representing the nazi Jobbik party. 

In late 2009, the nazi Socialist Patriotic 
Movement (MPS), an outfit favoured by

boneheads and led by the notorious Real 
Madrid Ultras Sur hooligan Alberto Ayala 
Cantalicio, joined the MSR. Ayala has 
convictions for violence and was arrested 
in 1998 in Germany for dishing out nazi 
propaganda. This year he was imprisoned 
for trying to burn down a pub near Real 
Madrid's stadium. He was also involved 
in Griffin's ill-fated conference in Madrid 
in October 2009, organised by the MSR's 
bitter nazi competitors in National 
Democracy (DN). 

During the first weekend of 
November, the MSR's Madrid branch 
organised a meeting between Spanish 
and international fascist organisations, 
which served as the official inauguration 
of the AENM in Spain. Those present 
included Romagnoli, |hor 
Miroshnichenko from the Ukrainian 
extreme-right party Svoboda, the 
German National Democrat and 
convicted Holocaust denier Giinter 
Deckert, Manuel Alvaro da Conceicao, 
Silva Fernandes and Duarte Branquinho 
from Portugal, Jean-Emile Néaumet 
from France, Petra Jesch from Sweden, 
Mauro Antonini from Italy and Andreas 


Johansson of Nordic Youth in Sweden. 

Also hanging around was Pedro 
Varela, the infamous owner of the 
Europa bookshop in Barcelona and one 
of the leading distributors of Nazi 
propaganda and Holocaust denial in 
Spanish. Varela was recently sentenced 
to 15 months in prison for inciting racial 
hatred, antisemitism and genocide. 

The public prosecutor in Catalonia has 
also reopened the case against him for 
publishing and distributing Hitler's Mein 
Kampf. Europa frequently organises 
conferences of such Holocaust deniers as 
David Duke, David Irving and Manfred 
Roeder and has long been the target of 
protests by anti-fascists. Last September, 
these protests culminated with a group 
of demonstrators storming the bookshop 
and wrecking it during a general strike. 

Another MSR speaker in Madrid was 
the Swedish Waffen-SS fan and lawyer 
Erik Norling, who lives in Malaga and 
belongs to the Hispanic-Norwegian 
Chamber of Commerce. Norling, whose 
books are sold online by Varela's 
bookshop, was a member of Varela's 
defunct but once important CEDADE 
organisation and represented the 
Norwegian Nazi war criminal Fredrik 
Jensen. Most notably, he is secretary of 
the Friends of Leon Degrelle Foundation, 
which honours the leading Belgian SS 
Nazi who fled to Spain to avoid 
punishment for his crimes. 

The MSR continues to wage a vicious 
war against the rest of the Spanish far 
right. After breaking its non-aggression 
pact with the Espafa2000 fascists, the 
MSR is contesting the Catalan elections 
on 28 November independently, 
opposing the racist populist Platform for 
Catalonia (PXC), which has the backing 
of the anti-immigrant Swedish 
millionaire Patrik Brinkmann. 


FPO gears up to unite 
European far-right parties

RIGHT-WING PARTIES from six 
European Union countries met in the 
Austrian capital Vienna on 22 October 
to plan a campaign of opposition to the 
EU, to “mass” immigration and Islam 
and to create an umbrella organisation 
of European far-right political parties, a 
long-time goal of the Freedom Party 
(FPO) MEP Andreas Mélzer. 

Mélzer, who organised the event, 
described it as a “meeting of moderate 
right-wing parties able to govern’. 

The guest list - Kent Ekeroth from the 
Sweden Democrats (SD), Fiorello 
Provera from the Northern League 
(Italy), August Lang from Slovak 
National Party (SNS), Morten 
Messerschmidt from the Danish 
People’s Party (DFP) and Filip de Winter 
and Bruno Valkeniers from Flemish 
Interest (Belgium) — suggests otherwise. 

At a press conference afterwards, 
little was said about attempting to 
establish a common parliamentary 
group but the parties announced they 
would push for a European referendum 
on Turkey’s accession to the EU. 

This more action-related approach to 
cooperation is a response to the collapse 
of an attempt in 2007 to bring together 
extreme nationalist parties in the 
European Parliament in the Identity, 
Tradition, Sovereignty group. Since then 
the FPO has staged an annual summit of 
European far-right parties. In contrast to 
2008 and 2009, the “too extreme” French 
National Front (FN), Bulgarian National 
Union Attack (Ataka), Jobbik from 
Hungary and the British National Party 
were not invited this year. 

Molzer is also making overtures 
towards the Eurosceptic Europe of 
Freedom and Democracy (EFD) 
parliamentary group, of which the 
Northern League, SNS and DFP are 


members. When it tried to join the 
EFD after the 2009 European election, 
the UK Independence Party, the 
group's biggest member, objected 
because of the FPO’s extremism, 
despite the additional funding that 
would result from accepting a member 
that uses a language - German — not 
currently represented in the group. 

The FPO also put out feelers to other 
foreign parties in October. At a press 
conference with the extreme-right pro 
Nordrhein-Westfalen citizens’ 
movement in Leverkusen, Harald 
Vilimsky, the FPO secretary general, 
declared his party’s support for the 
establishment of a strong right-wing 
party in Germany. 

And at a recent meeting of the 
Parliamentary Assembly of the 
Organisation for Security and 
Cooperation in Europe (OSCEPA) in 
Palermo, the FPO’s delegate Werner 
Neubauer pledged strong support for a 
new Forum of Identities group. 
Wolfgang Spadiut, the delegate from the 
Alliance for the Future of Austria (BZO), 
which split from the FPO in 2005, also 
joined up. Other supporters were 
Claudio d’Amico (Northern League), 
Francis van den Eynde (Flemish 
Interest), Makis Voridis (Popular 
Orthodox Rally, Greece), Pawel 
Poncyljusz (Law and Justice, Poland) 
and Viktor Guminsky the delegate from 
Europe's last dictatorship, Belarus. 

Members signed a declaration 
“supporting the ideas of freedom and 
mutual respect of the identities of the 
peoples” and announced a wish to 
double the group's membership by the 
next OSCEPA meeting in Vienna at 
the start of 2011. This seems unlikely 
to be achieved and what the group will 
do remains unclear.

European far-right parties are still 
struggling to find common 
denominators strong enough to unify 
what, by definition, wants to be 
separated. Loose collaboration is 
possible but a structured and tight 
cooperation in the form of a European 
party seems impossible. This could 
change if far-right parties continue to 
do well in national elections and with 
the increasing acceptance in the 
socio-political mainstream of far-right 
themes such as the witch-hunts 
against Muslims and immigrants. 

Far-right parties are increasingly and 
dangerously able to inject themselves 
into the mainstream because 
conservative-liberal political 
movements seem to have jettisoned the 
concept of the cordon sanitaire aimed 
at isolating and restraining the spread 
of extremist ideology and preventing 
the erosion of mainstream politics. 

Parties that were previously politically 
quarantined as extreme-right and 
fascist have somehow quietly become 
accepted in the past decade. The 
consequence is a gradual uptake of far- 
right ideas and practices into govern- 
ment programmes and policy. In this 
way the far right has been allowed 
partly to set the agenda in public and 
political debate and gain influence. 

The creation of a far-right 
“Europarty” would not translate 
directly into more legislative power at 
national or EU level but would result 
in a significant financial boost for the 
member parties. And the smell of cash 
rather than power will continue to fuel 
their efforts. i

Fascists 
hijack 
national 
holiday

ABOUT 5,000 far-rightists and ultra- 
nationalists gathered on the outskirts of 
Moscow for their annual “Russian 
March" to mark Russian National Unity 
Day, officially the Day of People's 
Unity, on 4 November, a national 
holiday they have been able to hijack 
because of the nationalist policies of 
the Russian government. 

Demonstrations of several hundred 
nationalist extremists also took place in 
other cities including Tula and 
Novosibirsk, but the Moscow and 
St Petersburg marches were the largest. 

Although the Moscow organisers had 
tried to swell the numbers by 
encouraging supporters to bring their 
children, those who tramped in pouring 
rain through the suburb of Lyublino 
were fewer than half the number 
predicted by Alexander Below, the 
former leader of the Movement against 
Illegal immigration (DPNI). Among the 
marchers’ slogans were “Russia for 
Russians", “Glory to Russia”, “White 
Power" and “Orthodox Faith or 
Death". Some also gave Nazi salutes. 

The march would have been even 
smaller had it not been for the 
attraction of a performance by the 
fascist hate rock band Kolovrat, which 
last year staged its National Unity Day 
concert near the Kremlin but was not 
allowed to do so this year. 

Last year's event took place in the 
city centre because the fascist Russkiy 
Obraz (Russian Image) organisation 
gained permission through its

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connections with the political 
establishment. Since then, however, the 
legal and political influence of the far 
right has shrunk noticeably. 

A sign of this change was the 
prohibition by a Moscow court in April 
of the Slavic Union on the grounds of 
“extremism”. Its nazi leader, Dmitri 
Demushkin, often acted as an 
intermediary between the authorities 
and autonomous nazi groups. Since the 
ban the Slavic Union's remnants have 
renamed themselves Slavic Power and 
Demushkin’'s services to the state have 
become redundant as a result of his loss 
of authority in the fascist scene. 

The crisis in this sector of the far right 
is forcing it to look for new strategies. 
Some are gazing admiringly at the 
anti-Islam movements that are strong 
in some west European countries. 
Anti-Islam sentiments find ready ears 
in Russia. For example, in September, 
800 people mobilised by the “My 
Yard" movement protested at the 
building of a mosque in southeastern 
Moscow by gathering signatures and 
demonstratively planting trees on the 
site set aside for construction. 

The leader of My Yard, Mikhail Butrimov, 
is firmly rooted in the far right and works 
for Sergei Baburin's People's Will party. 

The militant fascist scene is not in 
much better shape according to the 
St Petersburg nazi Dmitry Bobrov, a 
former leader of the Schultz-88 group, 
who was released in 2009 after serving 
six years in prison for establishing a 


criminal gang and inciting racial hatred. 

According to Major General Sergey 
Girko, head of the Scientific Research 
Institute of the Russian Ministry of 
Internal Affairs, there are now more 
than 150 nazi groups in Russia. 
However this large number does not 
signify strength. On the contrary, 
Bobrov deplores the fragmentation and 
ineffectiveness of the Russian nazi scene 
and criticises its propagandist fixation 
with the internet. 

His own group, the National Socialist 
Initiative, is now trying to fuse a 
campaign against alcoholism with its 
white racist ideology. Its main activity 
consists of daubing the slogans 
“Russians! Give up drinking!" and 
“Give up drinking! Start fighting!” on 
the walls of buildings in Moscow. 

Meanwhile, the Moscow City Court 
has sentenced Vasily Krivets, a 22-year- 
old nazi, to life in prison for killing 
15 people and fined him 13.5 million 
roubles (£272,000). The court also 
jailed Dmitry Ufimtsev, 23, who 
confessed to committing five of the 
murders, to 22 years in prison. 

Most of their victims were migrants 
from Central Asia and the Caucasus. 
Ufimtsev and Krivets, who met in 
2007, said they identified their victims 
by their physical appearance, 
specifically targeting “foreigners” and 
assaulting them with knives. Both men 
have been linked to the National 
Socialist Society (NSO), a violent ultra- 
nationalist gang. a 


Extreme-right party makes major election gains

SUPPORT FOR the extreme-right 
Svoboda party (whose full title is All- 
Ukrainian Union Freedom) showed a 
spectacular increase in local elections 
held on 31 October. 

According to exit polls, the party, 
which gained a miserable 0.76% of the 
vote in the 2007 parliamentary 
election, can now claim victories on 
Lviv city council (34%), Ivano- 
Frankivs’k city and regional councils 
(31% and 24% respectively) and 
Ternopil city council (32%). According 
to the same polls, a party member, 
Serhiy Nadal, was elected mayor of 
Ternopil. 

In other regions of politically diverse 
Ukraine, the party’s gains were less 
significant. Nevertheless, Svoboda 
appears to have become the fifth largest 
party in the country. Had the October 
elections been for parliament, Svoboda 
would have leapt over the 3% threshold 
and formed a parliamentary group. 
That would have represented a 
watershed for Ukrainian politics as no 
radical right-wing party has ever formed 
its own parliamentary group since 
Ukraine became independent in 1991. 

Virulently Russophobic and 
antisemitic, Svoboda was formed in 
1991 under the name Social-National 
Party of Ukraine (SNPU). Its official 
symbol was a wolf’s hook, a symbol 
previously employed by various SS 
Divisions and now widely used by 
nazis across the globe. 

During the second half of the 1990s, 
the party extensively recruited nazi 
skinheads and football hooligans and 
in 1996 formed a paramilitary 
organisation, Patriot of Ukraine, whose 
creation was celebrated with a 
torchlight procession through the 
streets of LViv. 


After several disastrous elections, the 
SNPU initiated a reorganisation 
process and made an ostensible turn 
towards respectability. In 2004, the 
party changed its name to All- 
Ukrainian Union Freedom, abandoning 
the wolf’s hook and adopting instead 
the image of a right hand showing three 
fingers. It also disbanded Patriot of 
Ukraine, which posed a threat to the 
new “respectable” image, and toned 
down its public rhetoric. 

Tellingly, in 2004, during a campaign 
for the presidential candidate Viktor 
Yushchenko, the party’s leader, Oleh 
Tyahnybok, gave a vehemently 
xenophobic speech calling for a fight 
against the “Russian-Jewish mafia’. 
This resulted in a criminal case against 
Tyahnybok on charges of inciting 
ethnic hatred, but he was acquitted. 
Then, in spring 2005, he became 
involved in another antisemitic 
scandal after signing the so-called 
“Letter of 100” that petitioned the 
Ukrainian President “to stop the 
criminal activity of organised Jewry”. 

Svoboda started to build its 
international links from 2000. 

That year, it established contacts with 
the Euronat, a short-lived and now 
defunct association of European far- 
right parties. More recently, in 2009 


Svoboda signed a “cooperation 
agreement” with the National Front in 
France and, at the beginning of 2010, 
joined the Alliance of European 
National Movements (AENM), which 
currently “unites” nine European far- 
right parties. However, as Ukraine is 
not part of the EU, Svoboda cannot 
help the AENM form a group in the 
European Parliament. 

Amid widespread disappointment 
with moderate national democrats and 
a semi-authoritarian, pro-Russian turn 
by President Viktor Yanukovych, the 
electoral rise of Svoboda can only 
contribute to regional political 
fragmentation and further damage the 
positive Europe-wide reputation that 
Ukraine achieved following the 
“Orange revolution”. 

At the moment, Ukraine's very weak 
anti-fascist groups provide little 
opposition to Svoboda. In fact, anti- 
fascists protesting against Svoboda’s 
demonstrations often find themselves 
on the same side as pro-Russian 
ultranationalists and authoritarian 
Soviet “nostalgists”. The next 
parliamentary election scheduled for 
March 2011 will show whether 
Svoboda’s recent success was 
accidental or is an established 
phenomenon. cc]

Double standards over 


murder of Romanian

IN ONE OF THE most 
disturbing racist incidents 
seen in Rome in recent 
years a 200-strong crowd 
gathered to applaud the 
killer of a Romanian woman. 
Some shouted “Free him” 
as police took the man 
away; others chanted “He is 
one of us!”, meaning, 
basically, he is an Italian 
who killed a Romanian, 
so leave him alone. 
Twenty-year-old Alessio 
Burtone, a pugilist, smiled 
as he acknowledged friends 
and supporters outside his 
home. He had been under 
house arrest as evidence was 
being gathered through 
CCTV cameras. One showed 
him hitting the woman with 
a massive blow to her face 
damaging her brain fatally. 
But it was the film of the 
applauding crowds that 
became the main news in 
the Romanian media, with 
shocked commentators

wondering whether there 
would be an end to the 
racist campaign against 
their community in Italy, 
continually described as if 
involved in theft and 
prostitution. 

Maricica Hahaianu was a 
married 32-year-old mother 
of a three-year-old child 
working as a nurse at a Rome 
Hospital. She had never met 
Burtone before the incident, 
which started with an 
argument in a queue at 
Anagnina tube station on the 
outskirts of the capital. 
Romanians often gather 
socially in the adjacent 
square. CCTV footage 
showed how Burtone, having 
put down some items he 
was Carrying, delivered the 
blow, picked up his 
possessions and left her on 
the ground unconscious. 
The woman was taken to a 
hospital in a coma and died 
some days later. 


DESPITE THE importance of 
the 1915 Armenian genocide 
in the collective memory, 
some major bookstores in 
the capital, Yerevan, sell 
books that promote anti- 
Jewish conspiracy theories. 
Two shops next to the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
stock a wide range of history 
books in Armenian and 
Russian. One is Zionism from 
Theodor Herzl to Lord 
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The first hint of racism 
was when newspapers 
referred to the killer as a 
“ragazzo’, often an 
endearing term for teenage 
boys. His friends and the 
applauding crowds followed 
suit. The Undersecretary of 
State for Heritage said he 
would have preferred to see 
the “boy” kept under house 
arrest. Prison was unfair, he 
said, as it might do him “the 
gravest damage, given his 
evident state of prostration’. 
The far-right Forza Nuova 
was equally sentimental 
about “the boy”, saying: 

“He has apologised, what 
more do you want?” 

Little different in substance 
were the sentiments expres- 
sed by certain members of 


Rothschild and the Armenian 
Response by Harytiun 
Sarkissian, published in 2005. 
In it the author argues that 
since the 18th century there 
has been a Jewish-British and 
a Jewish-Turkish conspiracy 
against the existence of the 
Armenian state. 

The same shop, Ani, sells 
an essay in English entitled

the Municipality in Prato, 
Tuscany, where three women 
drowned, caught in a flash 
flood under a tunnel. They 
were Chinese immigrants 
against whom the far right 
locally — indeed nationally - 
has for years stirred up deep 
hatred, accusing them of 
taking over the textile in- 
dustry. Had the victims been 
Italian, public mourning 
might have been declared. 
But the Mayor refused, and 
was accused of yielding to 
xenophobia. Even a minute's 
silence was too much for the 
Northern League and other 
councillors, who left the 
chamber rather than being 
seen participating in it. Not 
even in death is there 
equality when racism is alive.

Far-right merger goes ahead

MERGER PLANS by the 
National Democratic Party 
(NPD) and German 
People’s Union (DVU) are 
moving ahead, with some 
minor unrest. 

On 5-6 November, an NPD 
conference in Sachsen- 
Anhalt voted overwhelm- 
ingly in favour and elected 
some leading DVU activists 
to the party executive. They 
included the DVU leader 
Mathias Faust (pictured), 
who will be vice-chairman of 
the NPD, and Ingmar Knop, 
who acts as a consultant for 
the NPD parliamentary 
group in Saxony. 

Fears in the nearly 
bankrupt NPD over the size 
of the DVU’s debts were 
allayed when Gerhard Frey, 
the DVU’s founder, made a 
donation of more than €1m 
(£850,000) in late October. 
The DVU has also inherited a 
building worth €450,000 and 
is sitting on “secret” funds 


was the name of the merged 
party. While many NPD 
members wanted to add the 
words “Social Heritage Party”, 
the conference opted for 
“NPD - The People’s Union”. 
The DVU is voting on the 
merger at its conference at 
the end of November. The 
final decision will be made 
by a ballot in both parties 
probably in December. 
Anti-fascists believe the 
NPD will gain little from 
the merger as the DVU has 
few activists. The party 
hopes to gain seats in the 
regional parliament in 
Sachsen-Anhalt in March 
and to contest elections in 
Bremen and Mecklenburg-

Since the war with 
Azerbaijan in the mid- 
1990s, minorities in Armenia 
have diminished leaving 
only Yezidi Kurds, Russians 
and about 700 Jews.

Hope takes a hit in 


mid-term elections 


TWO YEARS AGO, in the immediate 
aftermath of President Barack 
Obama's election, predictions 
abounded about the future. 

Many liberals and progressives 
pointed to the record high number of 
black voters and the growing 
population of Latinos. They were 
certain that conservatives and 
Republicans would be forced to adopt 
more centrist positions on race-related 
issues or face electoral extinction in 
the future. Liberal activists needed 
only to push on the Democratic Party- 
controlled Congress, they thought, to 
enact meaningful healthcare reform, 
pass legislation favourable to unions, 
win immigration reform and see new 
job-creation programmes. As events 
proved, however, they were wrong 
about new legislation as well as about 
the Republican Party, which lurched 
sharply to the right in 2010. 

Some watchdog-type groups, noting 
the antipathy of Klansmen and neo- 
Nazis to the ascendancy of a black 
president, claimed in 2009 that an 
increasingly violent response by white 
supremacists was either already in 
progress or imminent. That too turned 
out to be mistaken. While racist and 
bigoted attacks are a regular feature 
of American life, no Klan-style 
underground formed, no new Timothy 
McVeigh types emerged and no 
statistical jump in Aryanist violence 
occurred. Instead, the attention of 
much of this movement turned 
towards the mass mobilisation of

white resentments. 

And these angry white voters 
showed up to vote in November. 
A comparison of exit poll data from 
2008 to 2010 is revealing. In 2008, 
Democrats running for Congress 
captured 45% of the white vote, 
while in 2010 they received only 
37% —a drop of seven points. 
While support for Democrats in 
congressional races also slumped four 
points among black people, from 93% 
to 89%, whites were still twice as 


likely to vote Republican in both years. 


Similar drops showed when 
matching voters in 2008 and 2010 
across all income brackets. Among 
those earning over $200,000 
(£125,000), however, the decline in 
support was greatest at 14%. 

The Tea Parties are responsible for 
much of this fall in support for 
Democratic politicians and the 
president. Except in the liberal 
blogosphere, they went largely 
unchallenged during all of 2009 and 
most of 2010. During the healthcare 
town hall meetings in August 2009, 
Tea Partiers managed to swing 
independents — those registered with 
neither the Democrats nor the 
Republicans — out from under the 
wing of the Obama administration. 
As the economy failed to improve for 
the Democrats’ base voters, 
opposition continued to mount. 

The Tea Partiers did not reap all the 
rewards in this election, however. 
Most of their candidates for Congress 


lost. Of the 40 who received Tea Party 
backing and won, only 25 showed up 
at a FreedomWorks Tea Party 
“orientation” for incoming 
Congressmen. Their candidates for the 
US Senate did particularly poorly, in 
part because they were deemed a little 
too loony, even by America's loose 
standards of celebrity. One candidate 
told reporters she thought she had 
dabbled in witchcraft, for example. 
Even Sarah Palin's Senate candidate 
from Alaska appears to be losing 

his race. And Democrats retained 
control of the Senate, for whatever 
that is worth. 

Nevertheless, Republicans won a 
solid majority in the House of 
Representatives. They promise to 
undo the meagre healthcare reforms, 
and say they will hold hearings 
designed to expose and denigrate 
President Obama. From lowa, Rep. 
Steve King will become chair of the 
subcommittee on immigration. 

King's record is horrid. He has 
advocated a border wall topped with 
electrified wire to stop what he has 


called a “slow motion Holocaust" of 
undocumented immigration. With the 
new power of the majority behind 
him, King claims he will be able to 
pass a bill out of the House to end 
birthright citizenship for US-born 
children of undocumented 
immigrants. Birthright citizenship is a 
cornerstone of the 14th Amendment 
to the Constitution, a post-Civil War 
measure that was supposed to 
guarantee equality before the law. 

Republicans have also won 
majorities in state legislatures around 
the country, giving them newfound 
power to redraw the lines of 
congressional districts for the next 
round of elections in 2012. And in 
one of the more ominous develop- 
ments, law professor Kris Kobach, the 
legal source for much of the most 
onerous state and local anti-immigrant 
legislation, won the Secretary of 
State's office in Kansas. He claims 
to be aiming at “voter fraud”. 

Voter suppression might be a more 
apt term. Across the country voting 
rights, won by the civil rights 
movement in the 1960s, are likely to 
be under attack in the years to come. 

Many anti-racists have walked away 
from the 2010 mid-term elections 
full of despair about the future. 

They shouldn't. If their feelings of 
unmitigated hope and happiness were 
not warranted in 2008, neither 

should they believe that all is lost now. 
One post-election poll, for example, 
found that 49% of Americans want 
President Obama to take the lead in 
the future; only 30% want the 
Republicans in charge. 

The future is unknown and 
uncertain. Anti-racists can sit down, 
complain about what President 
Obama is not doing and watch the 
Tea Partiers of the world run the 
tables. Or they can stand up and 
fight for themselves and the 
generations to come. The choice is 
really quite simple.

Suspected racist 
gunman raged 
against “new 
world order"

POLICE IN Malm have arrested a 
man suspected of a series of 
shootings targeted at immigrants. 
Peter Mangs (pictured), described in 
the media as an intelligent arms- 
fixated recluse with social problems, 
has no known connections with any 
extreme-right organisation, but has 
expressed racist ideas on the internet 
and visited far-right websites. 

At least 19 shootings, thought to be 
the work of a lone gunman, have 
occurred in the past year in Malm6, 
Sweden's third biggest city. 

On 10 October 2009, Trez West 
Persson, a 20-year-old woman, was 
shot and killed while sitting in a car 
near a mosque. A dark-skinned 
friend sitting beside her was 
seriously injured. On New Year's Eve 
2009, an imam was injured by broken 
glass after shots were fired at a 
mosque. Further attacks followed 
throughout 2010 until on 21 October 
2010 two women were injured when 
shots were fired through a window. 

Mangs, 38, is suspected of the 
Persson murder and five other 
shootings. He has no police record 
but, according to the press, he left his 
job on sick leave a month before the 
first shooting and was then 
diagnosed with Asperger's syndrome, 
a form of autism. 

His friends and family describe 
Mangs as lonely, with social 
problems. Lately, he has reportedly 
developed a strong interest in 
weapons and martial arts. He was a 
member of a shooting club and had a 
licence for two weapons. 


Mangs’s motives are unclear. 

His family and friends have difficulty 
understanding why he would attack 
immigrants. However, his father, who 
lives in the USA, said his son has 
expressed concern about the number 
of immigrants in Malm6. According 
to Aftonbladet, after seeing the 
science fiction film J am Legend 
which starred Will Smith, he wrote 
online: “Hahaha, a sexy black hero, 

all vicious people are white (look like 
neo Nazis), the black scientist saves 
the world from white hatred against a 
multicultural society, and the author 
is Jewish — pure propaganda. F*** the 
New World Order!” Aftonbladet says 
he has also shown interest in theories 
that al-Qaeda was not responsible for 
the 9/11 terror attacks. 

At the beginning of the 1990s, 
Stockholm was ravaged by John 
Ausonius, the so-called Laserman, 
who was eventually convicted of 
11 racist shootings. He was looked 
upon as a hero by parts of the 
extreme right. In Mangs’s case, they 
are adopting a wait-and-see policy. 
The anti-immigrant Sweden 
Democrats (SD) in Malm6 offered a 
reward for tip-offs that might lead to 
an arrest of the suspected gunman. 
The SD’s leader called the shootings 
tragic but did not emphasise that the 
victims were immigrants. 

The police are now looking at 
whether Mangs has any connection 
with two unsolved murders in his 
neighbourhood in 2003, when two 
people with a Middle Eastern 
background were shot. i

Erasing Islamophobia 
from the media 


By Nick Lowles 


THIS MONTH HOPE not hate 
launches a campaign against 
Islamophobia in the media. 
With a growing consensus that 
extremism from one side is 
breeding extremism in another, 
it is important that we also target 
the triggers that generate the 
anti-Muslim hatred which leads 
to extremism. Much of this can 
be found in slanted, biased and 
mischievous reporting in the 
British press. 

We kick off our campaign with 
an open letter to the editor of the 
Daily Star, a newspaper that 
regularly prints negative articles 
about British Muslims. In the 
letter to its editor, Dawn Neesom, 
we Say: 


“We have examined the past 
few years of your newspaper 
and found a depressing litany of 
negative articles about Muslims 
in Britain. Many of these 
articles over-exaggerate the 
importance of tiny Muslim 
extremist groups while ignoring 
more mainstream Muslim 
opinion and use the words of 
these extremists to smear an 
entire faith, while on other 
occasions inaccurate or slanted

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articles whip up fear and 
mistrust. 

“Freedom of speech is correctly 
the cornerstone of British society 
but with freedom comes 
responsibility and we fear that 
your reporting is actually 
encouraging a growth in Muslim 
extremism in this country. 

“We believe that the Daily Star 
regularly oversteps the 
boundaries of respectability in 
reporting issues relating to 
Muslims and in doing so 
increases the mistrust and fear of 
people towards them.” 

The letter concludes with an 
appeal to take a more 
responsible and balanced 
approach. “We believe that 
extremists such as Anjem 
Choudhary and Muslims Against 
Crusades are no more 
representative of the Muslim 
community than BNP leader 
Nick Griffin is of the white

community. We would urge you 
to highlight more positive 
articles about the Muslim 
community that might increase 
understanding between 
communities and so reduce 
hatred and extremism rather 
than continually focus on 
negative stories.” 

The next stage of our 
campaign will depend on the 
response from the Daily Star. 

In the meantime we are setting 
up a system to monitor and then 
campaign against anti-Muslim 
articles in the media. We will 
produce a briefing paper for 
editors and journalists outlining 
our concerns and the need for 
responsible journalism and 
target some of the worst 
offenders. 

We do not set out to censor 
the media but to encourage 
more positive and balanced

IN 2006 the Daily Star was 
forced to pull a page of its 
newspaper after a revolt by 
journalists appalled at the 
edition's Islamophobia. 

In a mocking attack on 
Muslim law, editor Dawn 
Neesom decided to rebrand 
page 6 as the “Daily Fatwa”. 

It included a “page 3 burqa 
babes special" showing a 
woman in a nigab as part of a 
feature billed: “How your 
favourite paper would look 
under Muslim law". 

The page also contained a 
blank editorial stamped with 
the words “censored” and 
“Allah is great" while across the 
top were the words “no news 
no goss no fun”. 

A competition told readers to 
“Burn a flag and win a Corsa", 
while a picture of the US 
President George Bush was 
captioned “death to infidels”. 

The journalists were furious 
and at a hastily organised 
chapel meeting condemned the 
planned page. 

“This National Union of 
Journalists chapel expresses its 
deep concern at the content of 
page 6 in tomorrow's Daily Star 
which we consider to be 
deliberately offensive to 


* 
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Muslims,” their motion read. 

“The chapel fears that this 
editorial content poses a very 
serious risk of violent and 
dangerous reprisals from 
religious fanatics who may take 
offence at these articles. 

This may place the staff in great 
jeopardy. This chapel urges the 
management to remove the 
content immediately." 

The editor had already left the 
building but the paper's deputy 
editor decided to change the 
page at the last minute. 

Neesom remains the editor of 
Daily Star and has overseen a 
number of soft articles about the 
English Defence League. One in 
late October reported that the 
EDL had written to every council 
in the country threatening to 
close down town centres if 
traditional Christmas 
celebrations were abandoned. 

The article added: “EDL 
leader Stephen Lennon said 
‘working class people’ in the 
UK were ‘at boiling point’ over 
what he says is the ‘Islamisation 
of Britain’. 

“His declaration comes after 
yesterday's Daily Star poll 
found 98% of readers fear that 
Britain is becoming a Muslim 
state.”

How did you first get involved in 
HOPE not hate? 

| received an email from HOPE not hate 
in regards to their campaign around the 
time when Nick Griffin was elected as 
an MEP for the North West. They were 
arranging organisers’ academies around 
the country and | got involved through 
attending one of them. 


And why did you get involved? 

HOPE not hate is all about defeating 
the BNP, something that | believe is very 
important, especially when the BNP 
directly target me, because | am a 
Muslim, with their misleading 
information full of hate. 


Have you or your friends been 
experiencing an increase in racism or 
Islamophobia? 

Yes. Only recently | was called “Paki” 
by two skinheads whilst on my way 
out of my workplace. Then on the very 
same day a couple in a car shouted 
racial abuse when | could not get past 
in my own car through a road where 
they and another car had parked. 

One of my closest friends who is, by 
the way, an English lady — her father 
and grandfather fought in the First and 
Second World Wars — was told that 
Muslims are scumbags, they are 
scroungers and that she should go 
back to her own country! 


Does your faith as a Muslim drive you 
to fight injustice and racism? 

Yes, my faith teaches me to command 
the good, combat falsehood and 
never side with those who do wrong. 
HOPE not hate to me are fulfilling 

all of this, hence my respect goes out 
to them for moving in such a way 
that my own faith teaches me to 
move in also! 
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What would your message to the 
English Defence League be? 

The English Defence league is not all 
about speaking against extremism. 
Their followers carry placards saying 
“No more mosques". Are they teaching 
me that a mosque is extreme? Is this 
not a direct targeting of all Muslims and 
not just extremists? Also placed on the 
English Defence League website is a pdf 
on “Muslim crime in the UK", which 
states: “This means that, according to 
our estimate, one in five of the male 
Pakistani population of the UK is the 
rapist of an underage white girl”. 

Can | ask, is this not breeding hatred 
against the Pakistani community? 


What have you enjoyed the most about 
being involved in HOPE not hate? 

| believe it is the brotherhood and 
sisterhood of the whole movement 
within HOPE not hate. The way, 
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especially on the Days of Action, one 
feels part of one body, where everyone 
is feeling the pain and is moving to 
relieve it. 


Do you have one memory or story from 
your campaigning that shows why you 
think hope will win over hate? 

On one of the Days of Action, a young 
man was watching us leaflet his street 
area. When we came back down the 
road, he came out of his house and 
spoke to me and my cousin. He had 
never heard of the HOPE not hate 
campaign, a Hindu brother who could 
not believe that Muslims were a big 
target for the BNP.
